}entry it clearly appeard that the locality of 
|} beth homesteads was in New Bridge, or 
North Woburn. We arrive at this conclu- 
sion from the fact that the selectnen, ata 
meeting in 1680, prepared and spread upon 
| the records a Tithingmen’s List of the eighty- 
two families then located in the town. To 
}each tithingman in the several districts nine 
| were assigned for his oversight, the tenth 
family being his own Thus the tithing, or 
tenth, was preserved in its fullsense. These 
jtithingmen were a species of police, and 
|were appointed yearly. At the meeting 
above mentioned the following persons were 
} appointed for Samuel Snow ‘to oversee” as 
| tithingman, namely, Moses Cleveland, Aaron 
| Cleveland, Joseph Knight, Junior, Thomas 
|} Henehaw, Francis Wyman, John Farrer, 
| John Wilson, Senior, Zachariah Snow, and 
Joseph Carter. 

I'he above company composed the group 
of ten adjacent families comprising for that 
year the New Bridge End district, embrac- 
ing very closely the present area covered 
by the North Woburn Ward, as arranged 
by the assessors of the present town. We 
know that Samuel Snow lived Pearl 
street, very near the present center of North 
Woburn village, and that Moses Cleveland 
was probably his next neighbor, and Aaron 
Cleveland his next, and so on, and that the 
first five of the list were probably located at 
North Woburn center. Francis Wyman 
and Zachariah Snow and Joseph Carter lived 
on Wyman Lane, now Wyman Street, and 
Jolin Farrer, and John Wilson were locate

somewhere in that neighborhood There is 
no mention of Clevelands in any other group 
and itis singular that the first four were 
closely related. Moses Cleveland, the orig 
inal settler, was the father of the Aaron 
Cleveland named as neighbor, and 
Thomas Henshaw married a daughter of the 
first Moses, and a kinsman of the Joseph 
Knight, Junior, intermarried with the Cleve- 
land family.

There is a drug store down in The Her- 
| ald building, at the corner of Ann street 
and Broadway, which has wide celebrity 
all over the United States as “Hudnut’s.” 
It isa small box of a place, not many 
feet deep and still fewer feet wide, but it 
is full of customers all day long, and it 
| has agood many purchasers clear through 
| the night. It does an enormous business 
in surgical instruments and 
medicines, but it derives by far the

How Worldly Possessions Are Managed— 
Worship of the ‘‘Bellevers.”’ 

The Warrensville Shakers make yearly 
reports to the elders at Union Village, 
Ohio, and are visited yearly by them. 
Each family is in charge of an elder— 
Elder Miner being the head of the Cen- 
ter family and Elder Watson Andrews at 
the head of the North family. The busi- 
ness of the Warrensville society is in the 
hands of trustees. All property belongs 
to the society as a body, being conse- 
crated to God, and its worldly owner- 
ship extends as far as the present society 
at Mount Lebanon, When a person joins 
the society an inventory of his posses- 
sions is taken, and if he concludes to 
withdraw all is returned. If he chooses 
to do so, he can consecrate the property 
and put it into the hands of the church. 
Properly speaking, each family settle- 
ment consists of one large dwelling- 
house, where all the members have sep- 
arate rooms, with such other buildings 
as their occupations may make neces- 
sary.

THE GROWTH OF NEWSPAPERS. 


A Few Items of Interest Gleaned from 
the Pages of the Directories, 
The wonderful growth of American 


newspapers is shown by a comparison 
between the directories published in 1776 
and in the present year, The one con- 
tains in its sixteen small pages a list of 


lished in this country 110 years ago. The 
other is almost as large as an unabridged 


dictionary, and in its 2,000 pages con- 
| tains the names of 14,160 newspapers 
and periodicals of all classes, Of this 


large list, only seven were found in the 


directory of 1776. The net gain of the 
| year has been 666, The daily newspa- 
| pers number 1,216, a gain of 38. There 


are about 1,200 periodicals of all kinds 
| which presumably enjoy a circulation of 
more than 5,000 copies, 

The increase in the rural weekly press, 
comprising about two-thirds of the whole 
list, has been most marked in states like 
| Kansas and Nebraska, Kansas is also 
accredited with the greatest gain in 
daily newpapers. In Massachusetts the 
weekly press is growing, but magazines 
and monthly publications are losing 
ground, The tendency of this latter 
class seems to be toward New York c ity, 
as at least twenty-three monthly pertod- 
icals have been establised here 
the year, 

Among the many newspapers published 
| in this country, almost ever 
movement and industrial interest finds 
expression, A glance at the long list re- 
veals many curious facts, There are 
about 700 religious and denominational 
newspapers, nearly one-third of which 
are published in New York, Philadelphia, 
Boston and Chicago.

A PLUCKY HYDROPHOBIC PATIENT. 


The Victim of a Mad Dog's Bite Deseribes 
His Sufferings. 

Tarougn the courtesy of Dr. John 
Spencer, the physician in charge, I 
pe rmitted to talk a few moments in prti- 
vate with Jere Coughlin, of The Water 
town Times, who was bitten by a rabid 
on the evening of May 19. Mr 
Coughlin was reminded that the people 
were suspicious that he did not tell the 
whole truth about the dog. “I did not 
in print,” he candidly replied, “for had I 
done so, there would have been great ex 
citement. People die from fright, and I 
did not care to kill any one if the dog did 
try it. The truth is, the dog made his 
entrance into my dining-room by butting 
the door open with his head. That caused 
the the tired appearance. He was sim- 
ply stunned. My wife turned him out 
and watched him go around the house, 
calling my attention to the fact that he 
was frothing at the mouth. I went out 
the other way to look for him, taking a 
coal shovel in my hand AsI got out 
the dog was running towartl the barn, 
one of the large doors of which was 
open. But he did not goin. He struck 
his head against the closed door and 
turned almost around. He jumped up 
quickly again and ran straight toward 
me. I raised the shovel; he sprang for 
my hand, but caught my leg, but a blow 
from the back of the shovel made him 
loosen his hold, when he went straight 
under the back steps and lay there until 
he was shot. 

“What has been my treatment? Dr. 
Spencer must tell you that. I have fol- 
lowed his advice and taken his medicine; 
have kept cool and calm; saw no one but 
the doctor for eleven days.

Hot and cold flashes 
passed through my system until mid- 
night, while I tumbled and tossed about 
the bed wrapped in flannel sheets. 
almost lightning suddenness then began 
pains, sharp ones, seemingly coming 
from the wound at first, but so rapid 
that within a short time they to 
start from every part of my system. I 
was burning, in pain, and thirsty. My 
first impulse was to take a run in the 
cool air, my second was to stay in bed 
and fight it out. Idid not care to call 
anyone, fearing that their task would 
cause me to lose what little reason I had. 
I felt so light that it seemed to me there 
was danger of my floating out of bed; I 
firmly grasped the side of the bed and 
held on, believing the unusual pain and 
heat would soon pass away. I held my- 
self in that position until a few minutes 
before 4—nearly four hours—when the 
pain and heat suddenly stopped. 

“My mind was perfectly clear. The 
flannel sheets wet with perspira 
tion. I got up terribly exhausted and 
attempted to take a spoonful of aromatic 
spirits of ammonia in half a 
water which had been prepared for me 
to drink through the night. 
repelled it with terrible force. 
until the stomach had quited down, and 
then I swallowed the medicine quickly, 
shutting my mouth with a grim determ- 
ination that it should not come out. The 
stomach acted the as before, but I 
would not open my mouth, It was hard, 
and my throat did not feel just right. 
Well, I got it down, and got such a terri- 
ble wrenching of the body that I have 
not yet recovered. I took my medicine 
next day with my eyes There 
were some of the symptoms of the night 
before, but they were lighter, and have 
now passed entirely away—at least, I 
think so. I could easily have gone crazy 
had I not kept my senses when burning 
with pain and thirst; would probably 
have done so had not Dr. Spencer sent 
me home from the office to remain quiet. 
Ihave asore leg, and just as coon as 
that is healed I will be at work again, 
satisfied that there as much hydro 
phobia in a person’s mind as in a dog's 
bite, and believing that our best Ameri- 
can physicians can cure what 
there is if patients will only control them- 
selves, and not go off into hysterics.” 

Dr. Spencer was next called upon, He 
said he had no meansof positively know- 
ing that the dog was mad. He advised 
against the killing of it, but it was killed 
before his advice was known. From the 
description of the dog given by an eye 
witness and the symptoms of his patient 
he believed the dog was mad. He did 
not appear as positive as Mr, Coughlin 
in thinking that the latter would be able 
to resume work in a few days, but he 
had no fears of the result. As to the 
treatment, he preferred saying nothing 
about that until the case was ended. 
Then he would have no objection to 
making it public.—Watertown Cor, New 
York Times.
